The forthcoming termination of 
| the labours of the British Royal 
| Commission, which has has been 
| studying the Palestine question 
for some months is awaited with 
interest. 


Entirely apart from the 
direction which may be taken by 
the ultimate evolution of this 
| question following on the 
| decisions which the British 
Government may take on the 
recommendations of the 
Commision, attention should be 
| drawn to the attitude of the 
Polish Government in respect of 
the Palestine Mandate. 


A positive attitude towards the 
restoration of Palestine as a 
Jewish National Home has always 
been one of the factors of Polish 
foreign policy. Even in 1926, the 
former Premier and Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, M. Alexander 
Skrzynski, in a letter addressed 
to the President of the Zionist 
Executive, M. Nahum Sokoloff, 
| underlined the interest with 
which the Polish Government 
followed “the development of the 
efforts of the Zionist organisation 
to recreate on Palestinian soil 
Jewish national individuality and 
culture”. 


This positive attitude in respect 
of the idea of the restoration of 
the Jewish National Home, has 
found effective expression as well 
in the internal as in the foreign 
policy of successive Polish 
Governments. The Polish 
Government has, therefore, never 
hampered the Zionist action, 
comprising the organisation of 
emigration, enquiries, professional 
education of emigrants, the 
propagation of the Zionist idea, 
etc. The Polish Government has 
on many occasions shown on the 
international terrainthe sentiments 
of good will which have animated 
it in regard to the Palestine 
work.

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‘LONDON LETTER

The Coronation was like nothing 
else except the Jubilee. And 
| the Jubilee was surely the secret 
of the Coronation. The confidence 
between King and people which 
made that memorable Spring 
| day of 1935 — a day of perfect 
weather and perfect rejoicing, 
| with hardly a trace anywhere in 
the British Isles of crime or 
accident — burst out again jnto 
a comparable expression for the 
son of King George VI, despite 
teeming rain or lowering skies 
throughout the country. Moreover, 
as the result of some subtle 
change in the political atmosphere 
of our times, three-quarters of 
the world rejoiced with the people 
of this country. Millions who 
regard with cynicism or worse 
the high politics of Great Britain, 
millions who live underrepublican 
or otherregimes, wereunaffectedly 
delighted that the Coronation 
was a success. Even the countries 
which, for political reasons 
justified or not, ignored the 
occasion, found themselves oddly 
out of countenance. 


It is easy enough, in these 
days especially, to put the success 
of the occasion down to subtle 
publicity and showmanship. The 
nation-wide excitement in the Uni- 
ted States has been ascribed by one 
eminent publicist to the ingenious 


| work of the British Government. 


An easier and more accurate 
guess would be that the British 
Government was considerably 
surprised by the degree of the 
popular and universal rejoicing, 
| for it is as well to remember 
that the political atmosphere, 
especially from May Day onward, 
was surcharged with Left Wing 
feeling, and thatindustrial troubles 
threatened toextendinto a national 
stoppage of transport with the 
possibility of dangerous 
consequences, 


Huge crowds have become, of 
course, a feature of London 
occasions. And for the first time 
this Coronation was broadcast in 
entirety across the world. Loud 
speakers relaid it through the 
streets of London: in every 
provincial town the people heard 
it either in the churches or in 
the market square. The cinemas 
in London were showing the 
procession to the Abbey by two 
o’clock in the afternoon. Longer 
films were available next day. 
And during this week the cinemas 
are crowded with audiences for 
the version in colour. But the 
novelty which does not explain 
the national fervour certainly 
brought the meaning of the rites 
home as never before.. Monarchy, 
which seemed at one time to 
have suffered a setback, once 
more appeared as triumphantly 
emerging from the shadows of 
Liberalism. 

“Most truly wonderful,” 
commented the Observer, “is the 
inheritance from far-off -ages of

a symbolism that still touches to 
the quick all that is of nobility 
in our natures.” The Coronation 
Service became more important 
than the pageantry of Empire, 
more’ splendid than the 
delegations from every corner of 
the earth. So an occasion which 
might have been jingoistic, 
expressing the spirit of Kipling 
rather than of Shakepeare, 
turned into a domestic feast with 
a deep note of national 
realisation. The Abbey where 
the Crowning took place saw 
almost unaltered the crowning of 
William tbe Conqueror. The 
words used, the ceremonies in 
their order, were all but the 
mediaeval rubrics translated into 
English. The scene of the homage 
of the Duke of Gloucester and 
the Duke of Kent might have 
come out of one of Shakespeare’s 
plays. 


The same elements were present 
in the crowd, though it cannot 
‘be expected that a modern 
industrialised population, 
congregated from all over the 
country by excursion train and 
mixed with thousands of foreign 
visitors, will always express the 
individual character of other days. 
But the! old touch was there. 
One small Princess, for instance, 
delighted the onlookers by nearly 
losing her Coronet as she craned 
forward in her carriage to see 
the sights. The worshipful 
dignitaries of the Cinque Ports 
were put out because the places 
allotted to them were inferior to 
those of 1911. 


Plans made in many towns for 
roasting an ox whole in the 
streets were dislocated by the 
discovery that the art of ox- 
roasting had been forgotten. The 
services of the one expert in 
the country were at a premium, 
As he could not be everywhere 
at once,he wrote a pamphlet on 
the subject, a not inexpensive 
pamphlet, wherein the mysteries 
were explained. Wine did not 
flow from the public fountains, 
or beer either, but more than one 
small village collected twenty or 
thirty pounds for rejoicings and 
decided to have a feast three 
days running. [t was rumoured 
that one village had nodecorations 
because only theVicar knew about 
the Coronation — there were no 
newspapers — and in another a 
gy psy prophesied that there would 
be no Coronation, so the local 
wiseacres rasbly decided to put 
up no flags. 


Another remarkable 
characteristic of the London crowd 
was its persistence. The rain of 
the night before the Coronation 
would have damped the ardour of 
most loyalties, and in fact the 
sightseers were slightly less 
numerous than the police expected, 
Buta millionofthe hardy remained, 
They were recruited during the 
next day by new arrivals when the 
focus was Buckingham Palace. 
And one might say that for three 
days and nights the Palace was 
besieged by men and women 
clamouring for the King to make 
ati appearance on the balcony. 
An informal drive by the King 
and Queen in North London became 
a crowded triumph. And when, 
on Saturday, they droveto Windsor, 
the police had to clear a way 
for them up Constitution Hill. 


Such was the Coronation of 
King George VI. lts significance 
should not be lost: the temptation 
is either to minimise or to 
exaggerate. The general attitude 
of editorial writers is to cover 
the British people with sticky 


praise and to point out, of course | 


without a hint of boasting, that 
they are the only really human 
people on earth. Accordingly 
they deserved such a unique 
triumph. In the same breath it 
is customary to point out that 
the Crown is only a symbol, that

The presence of MarshalSmigty- 
Rydz at the *Comerage” and 
banquet of the *Arconia,” on the 
58-th anniversary ofits foundation, 
has been something of a political 
sensation. 


Although the activity of the 
students’ corporations has usually 
had little to do with politics, 
they had a strong nationalist 
character, derived from their 
traditions of the struggle for 
Independence. The “Arconia,” 
being one of the oldest students 
clubs, stands in the minds of 
many people for a certain shade 
of conservative nationalism. 


Marshal Smigty-Rydz made a 
speech, replying to the speeches 
of the representatives of the 
“Arconia.” He spoke about the 
value of tradition, which the 
Polish army had to reconstruct 
from the remains left after 150 
years of subjection. He said that 
although he was sure that all 
those present would be good 
soldiers in case of need, Poland 
was not at war now and peaceful 
work was wanted. 


Finally, the Marshal, said 
“Gentlemen, í have come here 
not only to pass away some 
pleasant moments in your 
company, but first of all in order 
to demonstrate my trust in the 
soul of the Polish youth. I firmly 
believe that the future, which is 
before you, will not only not 
destroy my trust, but even 
strengthen it. As to myself, I can 
be logical. I wish to Arconia a 
splendid growth in brotherhood, 
chivalry and patriotism.” 


In some of the preceding 
speeches allusion was made to 
the fact that there were some | 
misunderstandings between the | 


the King has no power, and that | 
in a democracy the people rule. 
If we follow this line of thought 
to its logical extreme, then last 
week the country went ecstatic 
with self-praise, using the 
pageantry of the Coronation as 
an excuse. The line of thought 
is wrong, forthatisexactly what 
did not happen. A nation cannot 
become eestatic about a symbol. 
A crowd will not wait hours 
in the rain for glimpse of a 
Ring who wields no power. 


More likely, behind the event 
as behind the Jubilee (and behind 
the frustrated expectations in 
between) is a real demand for 
the revival of Kingship, its 
symbols expressing its power. 
But the demand is incoherent, 
instinctive. When the present 
warmth of feeling subsides, as 
it will in the workaday world of 
to-morrow, the propaganda of 
the secularists will assert itself 
again and the Crown will be 
decried more openly by the forces 
which are swept one side on 
these occasions. The British 
people, who have most of the 
qualities and failings of other 
human beings, will do things for 
which they will feel ashamed and 
they will be fooled by newspaper 
stunts in the future as in the 
past. But the British people 
haye one great virtue, especially 
the poor among them, which is 
humorous patience. They have 
declared themselves this week 
in a manner which is at once 
emotional and political. The 
enemies of. order, who would 
dearly love to sweep away the 
Crown, because it binds together 
a key nation and a key Empire 
of the earth, know very well 
that the people have spoken. It 
was a voice asserting the validity 
of Kingship and it means that 
our civilisation is moving, almost 
without consciousness, in one 
certain direction. It is returning 
to the past. Christendom is 
going back to its origins. 
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and the Universities 


nationalists and the group of 
Marshal Pilsudski, but that both 
these groups are united in their 
attachment to the army and to 
its chief, Marshal Smigly-Rydz. 


Throughout the last months 
the Polish universities have been 
the scene of various disturbances, 
mostly directed against the Jews. 
They have met with severe 
repression from the authorities 
and in this connection many 
people expressed pessimism as 
to the moral worth of the students 
and recommended greater 
severity. 


It is clear that the Marshal 
followed closely these events 
and formed an opinion of his 
own, which he expressed in his 
speech. The somewhat cryptic 
statement about “being logical” 
is understood to mean that the 
Marshal wishes to enlist the 
collaboration of the whole 
younger generation in the work of 
national consolidation, irrespective 
of the previous political 
attachments of anyone. 


The presence of the Marshal 
at an intimate ceremony of an orga- 
nisation which is not connected 
at all with the government party, 
and indeed stands a good way 
apart from it, is symbolical of 
the fact that the person of the 
Commander-in-Chief stands above 
the parties. The reserve and 
reticence shown by Marshal 
Smigly-Rydz contribute to 
strengthening his position as 
the supreme and undisputed 
authority. 


On the 20-th inst. Marshal 
Smigty-Rydz received the degree 
of doctor honoris causa of the 
Wilno University. The Marshal 
made a short speech also on 
this occasion and he pointed out 
how great soldiers have always 
been protectors of science and 
of the arts. King Stephan Batory, 
who founded the Wilno University 
in 1579, was also a great military 
chief. Marshal Piłsudski re-opened 
the Wilno university in 1919, 
when war was still raging over 
a part of Poland’s terrilory. He 
did not wait for more propitious 
times, and although hundreds of 
urgent matters required his 
attention, he found enough time 
to fight and to support science 
at the same time. 


During his presence in Wilno | 


the Marshal came again into 
contact with the members of the 
corporations, notably of the 
ancient “Polonia,” “Valetia” and 
“Arconia.” His popularity among 
the undergraduates is general, 
even among those circles which 
are in direct opposition to the 
government and to the Ministry 
of Education in particular.

Conversion of Polish Dollar 
Loans 


The Ministry of Finance 
announced the conversion of the 
following State and Municipal 
loans: 6% dollar loan of 1920, 8% 
dollar loan of 1925, 7% stabilisation 
issue of 1927, 7% dollar loan of 
the province of Silesia of 1928 
and 7% dollar loan of the City 
of Warsaw of 1928. 


All the above named loans 
will be exchanged for obligations 
of the new 4'/2% internal Loan, 
issued in zlotys. The rate of 
exchange of the dollar bonds 
for the new zloty bonds will be 
different for each of these loans, 
but in all the cases it will be 
superior to the current rate of 
exchange, — 5.28 zlotys per 
dollar. 


For instance the 7% stabilisation 
Loan of 1927 will be exchanged 
at the rate of 7.20 zlotys per 
dollar, the 5% dollar Loan of 1920 
at 6 zlotys to the dollar, ete. 
The period of conversion will 
last until the 31-st of April 1938.

It suffices to mention the 
declaration of the Polish delegate 
made last autumn to the Mandates 
Commission of the League, 
when he underlined two points 
which show the interest which 
Poland has in the restoration of 
Palestine: the fact that in Poland 
there is to be found one of the 
most important Jewish 
agglomerations in the world and 
also the importance of Palestine 
as a field for the emigration of 
the Jews. 


In the same manner, more than 
once, in his conversations with 


members of the British 
Government, the Polish 
Ambassador in London, has 


expressed the interest with which 
not only his Government but also 
the Jewish population were 
following the course of events 
in Palestine, 


Finally the continued 
exploitation of the steamship 
service from Contanza to Haifa 
by a Polish line; even during 
the severest restrictions of 
emigration, which did not permit 
of any profit being made, 
constitutes yet a further proof 
of the efforts of Poland to assure 
to the current of Palestinian 
emigration continuity and as direct 
a contact with Poland as possible. 


The opening up of aerial 
communication between Warsaw 
and Tel Aviv, constitutes yet a 
further proof of the close attention 
which Poland is giving to the 
maintenance of a direct contact 
with Palestine. 


The Polish Government attaches 
to the restoration of the Jewish 
National Home the merit which 
it deserves, were it only for the 
fact that a large portion 
of the Jewish population of 
Poland considers Palestine as the 
present cultural and national and 
the future political centre of 
Jewery. The Polish Government 
cannot, however, ignore the fact 
that Palestine, as an emigration 
centre, cannot, at any rate for 
the moment, more than partially 
satisfy the needs of her Jewish 
population, fact which was 
underlined by Minister Beck in 
the interview published on January 
30th last in the New York Times. 
On this occasion the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs insisted on 
the lack of emigration possibilities 
in the European countries and the 
necessity of discovering fresh 
outlets for the Jewish population 
in overseas colonial possessions. 


In conformity with these 
principles the Polish Government 
is examining with care all the 
concrete possibilities and all 
proposals relating to lands which 
have until the present not been 
exploited as emigration areas. It 
is for this reason that, seeing the 
consent which the French 
Government has given to Jewisb 
emigration to Madagascar, the 
Polish Government has given its 
benevolent approval to the 
despatch of an expedition of 
experts who will be able to 
study emigration possibilities on 
the spot. 


In a similar manner, it is 
proposed to examine other areas 
where there exist or where 
there might be discovered 
opportunities for Jewish 
emigration. 


In seekings lands for the 
emigration of the excess of Jewish 
population, the Polish Government 
is not only acting in the interests 
of the demograpbie equilibrium 
of the overpopulated state, an 
equilibrium which has toconstitute 
the main foundation for an 
emigration policy, but also in the 
interest of the Jewish masses, 
who, since the war, have been 
deprived of their normal 
emigration possibilities. 


Emancipation of 
Egypt 


Since the recovery of Polish 
independence, Poland has more 
than once laid stress upon the 
necessity of seeing all States 


- treated upon an equal footing. It 


was Poland which was always 
the first to condemn the 
capitulations as out of date and 
baseless privileges, 

The abolition of these rights 
by the Montreux Conference, 
rights which in actual fact 
constituted the last restriction 
on the suzerainty of the Egyption 
State, was hailed in Poland with 
great satisfaction. 

The calling of this conference 
was the direct result of the 
Treaty of Alliance, concluded 
between Great Britain and Egypt 
on the 26th August, 1936. The 
first proof of the vitality of this 
was when Egypt was invited to 
join the League of Nations, a 
fact which did not cause any 
undue. trouble to English 
diplomacy, as the proposal was 
warmly received by all the 
members of the. League, and in. 
the first place by Poland. 

The Montreux Conference — a 
harder task for Anglo Egyptian 
co-operation on the international 
field — gave most advantageous 
results, as much for Egypt’ as 
for her powerful ally, a fact 
which shows that their 
collaboration of the two countries 
rests upon a basis of common 
interests. After three weeks of 
discussions the Egyptian delega- 
tion, together with the delegations 
of the 12 capitulatory powers, 
eame to an agreement on the 
subject of the abolition of the 
Consular Tribunals and of the 
reform of the Mixed Tribunals. 
The Consular Tribunals, as is 
known, have until now given 
decisionsin penal cases concerning 
foreigners; in future these cases 
will be judged by the Mixed 
Tribunals, which will also continue 
to deal with those matters now 
falling under their competence 
for a further period of 12 years. 
However, the latter tribunals 
have now lost the right to decide 
if Egyptian legislation (in parti- 
cular, financial and fiscal) is also 
applicable to foreigners. 

As and when vacancies occur in 
thejudiciary of the Mixed Tribunals 
the places will be filled by 
Egyptians, with, however, the 
restriction that not less than one 
third of the total number of 
judges must be nominees of the 
capitulary countries. 

It must be emphasised that 
the term “foreigner in the sense 
of the Montreux agreement, also 
includes Polish subjects, who, in 
this manner, now have the same 
rights as those accorded to 
citizens of the capitulary countries,

THE UNIVERSITIES OF POLAND 


The current issue of the News 
Bulletin, published by the Institute 
of International Education, 
gives an interesting article 
on the Universities of Poland by 
Professor Roman Dyboski, of the 
University of Cracow. 


According to Professor Dyboski, 
Poland’s educational tradition is 
no less venerable than her 
political one. The University in 
her ancient capital, Cracow, is 
one of the oldest in Central 
Europe. Founded in 1364 - 
shortly after Prague - on 
the model of Bologna, re- 
established on a broader basis 
in 1400 and modelled after Paris, 
it had a period of great splendour 
in the fifteenth and early 
sixteenth centuries when eminent 
humanists from the West lectured 
io it and the great astronomer, 
Nicholas Copernicus, was among 
its pupils. 

Younger universities in the 
shape of Jesuit colleges or private 
foundations arose in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries in other 
cities of Poland and her academic 
tradition stood her in good stead 
throughout the nineteenthcentury, 
when the Universities of Vilno, 
Warsaw, and Cracow successively 
proved real strongholds of 
national vitality and culture 
under foreign rule and counted 
many of the nation’s greatest men 
such as Mickiewicz, the poet, and 
Sienkiewicz, the novelist, among 
their pupils. 

In the new Polish State the 
people’s desire for higher 
education was no less general 
than elsewhere. To satisfy it 
Poland now possesses no fewer 
than twelveinstitutionsrecognized 
by the State as being of 
university rank. 

_ Of these, five are universities 
in the strict sense of the word, 
conferring degrees in the arts, 
sciences, divinity, law and 
medicine, namely, the Universities 
of Cracow, Warsaw, Lwów, Wilno, 
and Poznań. In addition there 
is a privately supported Catholic 
University in Lublin, Degrees in 


PROFESSOR NEEDHAM'S 
VISIT 


On May 13th there arrived in 
Warsaw a distinguished English 
scientist, Professor Joseph 
Needham of Cambridge. Professor 
Needham, whose work on chemical 
embryology and especially on 
the phenomena of stimulating 
substances during embryonic 
development (together with his 
friend and collaborator Dr. C, H. 
Waddington) are known all over 
the world, delivered two lectures 
on the subject of his researches 
before the joint meetings of the 
Polish Biological Society, the 
Polish Physiological Society and 
the Kopernik Society of Scientists, 

On the first evening, Professor 
Korczewski, who was in the chair, 
welcomed the distinguished visitor 
in the name of Polish science. 
In his answer, Professor Needham 
referred to the influence of Polish 
scientists on his scientific ideas, 
saying how glad he was to have 
an opportunity of speaking to 
the representatives of Polish 
science. The lectures were heartily 
applauded by the audience and 
at the end of the second lecture, 
Professor Sosnowski expressed in 
the name of the audience and 
the societies his sincerest thanks. 

Last but not least, we ought to

different branches of engineering 
are conferred by the two 
Engineering Academiesof|Warsaw 
and Lwów. Instruction of 
university standing in the fine 
arts,mining,commerce,agriculture, 
political science, and in some 
special branches of medicine is 
provided by the remaining 
academic institutions. 

Growing up rapidly in a 
country devastated by war and 
overcrowded from the very 
beginning, the universities of 
Poland have had difficult problems 
in the matter of buildings, 
equipment, and staffing. No less 
difficult has been the struggle 
of the rank and file of their 
student body against poverty. 
In spite of large dormitories, 
cheap dining rooms, health 
insurance organizations, 
convalescent homes, government 
scholarships, and relief 
associations, distress is 
widespread among the nearly 
fifty thousand university students. 

The organization of Poland’s 
universities has been modified, 
so as to bring them nearer to 
those of the western European 
countries and of America. While 
formerly there was only one 
degree conferred in each branch 
of study, there is now a 
distinction between the lower 
and universal degree of “Master”, 
which is in most cases associated 
with the qualification for 
professional practice, and the 
higher and selective degree of 
“Doctor”, granted on the ground 
of proved capacity for research 
work. 

Certain restrictions were 
imposed by a University Reform 
Bill of 1933 upon the traditional 
academic freedom of the 
professorial body, chiefly, in the 
matter of corporate self- 
government, but this called forth 
protests on the part of Poland’s 
leaders in learning and the 
restrictions have largely been 
given up in practice. 

With these serious problems 
of principle and the gravest 
material difficulties in practice, 
the universities of Poland are 
making every effort to keep 
abreast of international progress 
in learning and research, Cracow 
possesses in the*Polish Academy”, 
the ceotral organ for the 
promotion of publication of 
researchin allbranches oflearning; 
similar learned societies exist in 
Warsaw and other cities. In 
addition there are government- 
supported institutes for organized 
experimental research in 
chemistry, geology, and other 
domains of science, vitally 
connected with the needs of 
the commonwealth. 

Individual research work is 
being subsidized by the 
government, chiefly through a 
“National Culture Fand,” created 
several years ago. Such State 
assistance, under the difficult 
economic conditions of post-War 
Poland, must replace as far as 
possible the generosity exercised 
in the endowment of research, 
mainly by wealthy landowners 
of Poland’s old noble families in 
the more opulent pre-War days.

Polska ,Zbrojna in reporting on 
Marshal Smigly-Rydz’s presence 
at the banquet of the students’ 
corporation, Arconia, says that 
the aim of the celebration was 
to bring people together whose 
tendency it is to use all their 
efforts to remove the dissonances 
in the national camp. “The 
expression of this tendency was 
in the first place the appeal of 
the elders of the Polish 
corporations to nationalist 
students, that they should 
renounce all tactical quarrels 
among themselves and work to 
strengthen the unity and 
uniformity of the national camp”. 
Not only members of Arconia 
signed this appeal but also their 
friends from other corporations. 
“Simultaneously with the initiative 
of accord among the nationalists, 
Arconia resolved to give 
expression to its relation to the 
army by inviting Marshal Smigty- 
Rydz to the festive celebration 
of its 58 years’ existence”. On 
the other hand the socialist paper 
Dziennik Ludowy calls attention 
to the fact thatthe pro-government 
press passes over the Arconia 
banquet with almost complete 
silence, mentioning only shortly 
that Marshal Smigly-Rydz had 
been the guest, and that the Polish 
Telegraph agency made no 


communication “although the 
public appearance of the 
Commander - in - Chief is the 


first since his speech last year 
at the meeting of the Legionaries. 
In this way not the speech 
itself but the position of the 
press and official agency has 
become the greatest political 
sensation of the last weeks.”. 
Kurier Polski discusses the 
economic situation and policy of 
Danzig, stating that the conditions 
of economic work in the Free 
City are exceptionally difficult, 
principally owing to the special 
policy of governing factors which 
favour only those enterprises 
known to belong to Nasi partisans. 
The tendency of separatism 
from Poland acts fatally on the 
economic sitaation, whereas the 
interests of Polish economic 
circles coincide with those of 
Danzig. “The economic 
development of Danzig depends 
on a fundamental change in the 
direction of its economic policy 
and especially in the removal of 
the political elements by which 
it is burdened. The only thing 
necessary on the side of the 
governing factors is the showing 
of a certain amount of good-will”, 
Kurier Warszawski writes that 
a great change is preparing 
among the followers of the one- 
party system and foretells that 
the fall of the system of 
authoritative governments will 
probably begin withinthestructure 
of the mono-party which will go 
through various revolutions and 
disturbances. “Should we wish 
to write something inthe way of 
a biology of policy we should 
surely have to admit that a party 
is a national symptom of political 
life and the checking of this 
natural process leads in one way 
or another, earlier or later, to 
that rise and creation of new party 
organisms”. Depesza expresses 
a similar idea, complaining that 
“the present members of the 
parliamentary body not bound by 
similarity of idea with any social 
group sit like a mouse looking 
round timidly and asking: what 
will public opinion say to this?” 
And the conclusion is that the 
present Seym is entirely an 
officialized body which however 
brings no satisfaction to the 
government. “For it is impossible 
‘to be a support for the government 
without having any support in 
the community itself. All see 
and feel this.” E. M.

The akademia, planned by the 
Poznan Anglo-Polish Society for 
Wednesday evening, was deferred 
till Saturday evening as a mark 
of respect for the memory of the 
late First Marshal of Poland.

In his absence 
therefore,Engineer Ignacy Krause, 
President of the Society, delivered 
an address based in part upon 
Professor Dembinski’s notes. 
Professor Podlewska, of the 
Poznan Conservatoire, rendered 
the musical part of the celebration, 
Polish and English, with the 
technique and feeling which her 
audiences have learned to expect 


of her. In conclusion, Vice-Consul 
Massey spoke of hisown 
reminiscences of the Coronation 
of King George V in 1911, and 
brought out the resemblances 
and differences in pablic manners 
between the seventeenth and 
twenteeth eenturies as revealed 
by Pepys’ account of what he 
saw and did at the Coronation 
of King Charles II in 1661. 

For the rest, those who were 
interested enjoyed good short 
wave reception of the Coronation 
Service itself on the Wednesday; 
and the Empire’s Homage and 
the King's Speech likewise came 
through clearly in the evening, 
though somewhat interfered with

The new exhibition at the 
Zachęta consists of the one-man 
shows of T. Cieślewski jun., 
A. Królikowski, Szczęsny Rut- 
kowski, of an exhibition of a 
newly-formed group of water- 
colour painters and of a very 
mixed collection entitled „Woman 
ia Art” showing various 
presentations of female figures 
of greatly varying ages, 
occupations and states of dress. 
On the whole it might be worse. 
There are several exhibits that 
are quite good of their kind: 
nos 74 and 76 by Karniej, 118 by 
Marczewski, 93 by Lasocki, 116 
by Luszezyfiska - Szy manowska, 
127 by Pachniewska, 120 by La- 
czyński. The last-named is 
treated ina style very reminiscent 
of some of the work of the “St 
Luke” group. The variety of 
style in this collection is naturally 
very great and ranges from the 
archaic treatment of a portrait 
of Princess Anne Wasa (the sister 
of King Sigismund III, remarkable 
for her tenacious Protestant 
convictions and for her botanical 
studies) by way of renaissance 
and classicist echoes to nearly 
all modern variations. Among 
these there is a series of pastel 
sketches by Mme Lada-Maciqgo- 
wa which attract the eye by 
their vigorous, but not sufficiently 
co-ordinated treatment. With a 
little more restraint and less

garishness of colour they migh 
be very good. 

The general niveau of the 
water-colour group is good. The 
most forceful work is perhaps 
that of Z. Kraśnik (nos. 7 and 9) 
which has a dramatic effect of 
light and shade. There is a very

A. Kedzierski (no. 2) and some 
interesting work by Mme Wolska- 
Berezowska (particularly no. 58). 
Other pieces worthy of note are 
by R. Malezewski (11), Mme Ro- 
gowska (35 to 38) and Suratto 
(40 to 46), 


A. Krélikowski’s sketches are 
at times very interesting by their 
curious intensity of colour, but 
he seems to attuch so little im- 
portance to form that they are 
in effect only studies in colour 
combinations, 


T. CieSlewski’s wood-engravings 
have nearly all been shown at 
previous exhibitions, but the 
drawings and water-colour 
sketches of Pomeranian towns 
and landscapes are new. There 
is nothing remarkable about the 
drawings, but the water-colour 
sketches with their dulled colour- 
ing have a quality of haunting 
melancholy, as if they were some 
fairytale of far-off, deserted 


towns and coasts. Nos 196, 199, 
194, 207 and 210 are particularly 
appealing.

Freud's Theory of Dreams 
Teatr Maty 


Mr. Antoni Cwojdziński, who 
has so successfully made his 
debut, as a comedy-writer with 
“The Einstein Theory” three 
years ago, seems to specialize 
himself in an original genre of 
plays. His scenic works have as 
heroes scientific theories, and 
their action is composed of 
dialogues, discussing the values 
of these theories, sometimes 
criticizing them, sometimes 
showing in a satirical light, and 
always popularizing them in a 
graceful way. 

This season Cwojdzifiski gives 
us a new play: Freud’s theory 
of dreams, a discussion on the 
famous psychoanalist's theories 
and their adaptation and 
interpretation in everyday life. 
The author, with talent and 
conviction, acquaints the public 
with Freud’s profile, and then an 
analysis sOmetimes satiric, 
sometimes comic is given by the 
two persons of the play: a 
dramatic writer and an actress. 
It is at the, same time a good 
pamphlet on amateurish 
interpreters and commentators on 
Freud, and is rendered in a lively 
tempo and with an exquisite 
humour. How much of truth is 
in the potrait of the amateurish 
followers of Freud, often directed 
on the false roads of 
thoughtlessness and shallowness. 
The comic interpretations by the 
heroes of the play, who 
understand each dream, deed and 
step in the light of psychoanalyse, 
are not only good parody but 
‘also capital material. Cwojdzinski 
in three acts of passionating 
dialogues on Freud has shown, 
that the psychoanalist has 
discovered the true feelings of 
the two heroes: their love. 


“Faun z Hollywood” 


a new book of

The life of screen artists always 
interests a numerous public, curious to 
know the vicissitudes, romances 
and origins of their favourites, Such 
kind of novels has enlarged lastly the 
work by Leopold Brodzitski, entitled 
Faun z Hollywood. Itis s history of 
Rudolph Valentino's life and of his 
romantic episode with another great 
star,-Pola Negri. The contents of the 
book are a mixture of truth and fantasy, 
and thanks to the popular names of its

The second special show of the 
Society of Film-Authors in Warsaw took 
place last Saturday under the patronage 
of Monsieur Leon Noel and was 
dedicated to the 
films, from 1921 to 1927.

Léger and Entr’ acte by Réné Clair. 
These films have shown how quickly 
film-technique is growing, and have at

understanding of its artistic tasks and 
possibilities: the leaders of the former 
French Avant-garde also underline that 
the screen is not only the place for 
amusement but also must become a 
new form of true art. 

*5 minutes de cinéma pur” and 
“Prétexte” deserve comparison to living 
pictures of the modern painting-schools. 
They are very interesting and plastic 
compositions: very beautiful in their 
lights, shadows and lumps (sometime 
reminiscent of the kaleidoscope), but 
as futurism belonging rather to the 
past. They are documents of their 
producers visionary possibilities and 
talents. 

The “Enir'acte of Réné Clair is 
a typical irrealistic burlesque, full of 
impossible situations, a kind of a strange 
dream, where the accidents are quite 
unexpected. The «Enir'acte” shows 
already all the Réné Clair’s talent in 
producing burlesques with powerful 
wit, and at the same time demonstrates 
the development of this great French 
film-director and producer. To- day — 
in contrast to the “Entr'acte” the 
humour of Clair’s film-burlesque remains 
in reality. 

“Le Ballet Mecanique” is to-day not 
very interesting, ar some of its scenes 
seem to be inartistic and brutal. The 
artistic expression of the producers is 
not sufficient and too glaring in showing 
several ideas. “Changements de rues” 
can be named a fantasy on actual 
events,

“La 
Zone” perhaps was one of the first 
essays, which afterward were continued 
in many theatrical and cinematographic 
plays and inscenizations of XX century, 
“La Zone”, as the thistory of human 
life and tragedy, has not lost anything 
of its colours and truth, seeming to be 
realized yesterday. 

The show was preceded by some 
short films from 1912. These, comic or 
serious, give to day the impression of 
rarely comic burlesques in their scenery, 
production and playing. 

The Society of Film-Authors’ 
initiative must be praised, as such 
shows will acquaint the troe lovers of 
film-art with its history aud the most 
artistic documents of the past and 
present, which unfortunately — in 
connection with the “taste” of the 
large public — cannot remain in the 
steady repertoire of our cinemas. 

We must at the same time announce 
the appearance of the Il-nd number of 
The Artistic Film (Film Artystyczny), 
a monthly edited by the same society. 
This very beautifully printed and 
illustrated paper is dedicated to the 
questions of true art expression in the 
films. A series of interesting articles 
by Stefan Themerson, Zygmunt Tonecki, 
Jean Vigo and others will undoubtedly 
interest all circles of the film-art’s 
lovers in the best meaning of this 
word. The Artistic Film is also a very 
valuable paper for foreign readers as 
the texts are printed in two languages:
